BIOLOGY SYMPOSIUM

NOW IN PROGRESS

!

The thirteenth annual summer conference sponsored by the BNL Biology
Department is taking place this week, June 6-8. Approximately two hundred
scientists have come from all over the United States and from Canada,
England, and Australia to attend the meetings. They represent many colleges,
universities, research institutions, and corporations.

The topic of this year's symposium is "'Protein Structure and Function.” This
field has seen dramatic developments in recent years with the isolation of
specific chemicals responsible for various physiological functions. For ex-
ample, hundreds of enzymes, which control the dynamic aspects of living
systems such as muscle action, vision, and nerve activity, have been isolated
and crystallized. Antibodies, which protect against disease: viruses, which
cause disease; and hormones, which control metabolism, have also been ob-
tained in pure form,

The wealth of information which has been built up in this field, especially in
the last several years, makes possible the concerted research drive now under
way to correlate the structure of proteins with their functions, and makes this
an appropriate time to bring the experts together to share ideas. A number
of eminent scientists have been invited to speak on the main aspects of the

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field, including Intramolecular Bonds in Protein Structure, Shape of Proteins
in Solution, Protein Structure and Enzyme Action, Structure and Function of
Heme Proteins, Hormones, Antibodies and Viruses, and the Structure of
Collagen.

Two of the key speakers at the conference are Dr. M.F. Perutz of Cambridge
University and Dr. R.R. Porter of the National Institute for Medical Research in
England. Dr. Perutz, a distinguished physicist, especially noted in the field of
x-ray crystallography, has delineated the three-dimensional structure of
hemoglobin, the protein responsible for transporting oxygen in the blood-
stream.

Dr. Porter is a distinguished leader in the field of protein structure. He has
recently made significant contributions by breaking antibodies into smaller
fractions which are more amenable to structural studies.

Dr. C.H.W. Hirs of BNL and Dr. W.H. Stein of the Rockefeller Institute are
among other speakers who will report on their work. These scientists and their
co-workers have determined the complete amino acid sequence of ribo-
nuclease, the first enzyme whose structure has ever been characterized ex-
haustively.

There will be morning and afternoon sessions on Monday, June 6, and Wed-
nesday, June 8. On Tuesday, there will be morning and evening sessions. That
afternoon will be devoted to a tour of BNL research facilities, and informal
discussion at the Brookhaven Center.

Informal discussion with others in the field is an important aspect of meetings
of this type, and opportunities are provided throughout the Conference for
informal exchange of ideas.

Throughout the years the Brookhaven Biology Symposia have been very
well attended. From year to year, the topics chosen may attract almost entirely
different groups of scientists. For example, this year's topic has brought many
biochemists to the meetings. Last year's subject, "'Structure and Function of
Genetic Elements,” drew geneticists to the Symposium. Each year a limited,
well-defined topic is chosen, in order to allow a thorough, integrated discus-
sion of the subject.

As in previous years, the talks delivered at the Symposium will be published
about six months after the Conference has taken place.

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ADVICE TO THE LOVE LAWN
ROTARY MOWERS

Rotary mowers are as dangerous as a
power saw or a loaded gun, and per-
haps more so because they are treated
with less respect. Housewives trundle
them across lawns in open-toed sandals,
children are allowed to operate them,
and they are used on rough ground in
high grass where concealed objects
lurk. To prove our point, we quote
statistics from the June 1960 issue of
READERS DiGEST:

“Last year's study by the American

Mutual Liability Co. disclosed that

power mowers were involved in

70,000 accidents. Lost in the car-

nage were 50,000 toes, and 18,000

fingers. Nearly one third of the vic-

tims were innocent bystanders.”

The chief reason otherwise cautious
people buy them is that they cost far
less than the safer reel type mowers,
and permit erratic mowing frequency.
Rotaries are actually chopping machines
and tend to injure the grass more than
the clean-cutting reel type mowers do.
They should not be used where a first
class lawn is desired.

The careless or improper use of a
rotary mower is one of the best ways
we know to make use of your medical
insurance plan. {A mowing safety hint -
glasses should be used to protect your
eyes from flying objects.)

It is not necessary to have a heavier
fish than the top entry in each species
in order to enter it in the contest.

In case of a tie, that person in the tie
who has the next highest entry in any
species will be the winner.

Subsequent ties will be broken in the
same manner.

SWIMMING SAFETY

The first precaution to observe as the
water-sports season opens, according to
the American Red Cross, is to recognize
that you're not as good as you were last
Labor Day. It is foolish to try to equal
your end-of-summer exploits at the be-
ginning. Your physical condition and en-
durance are not as good now, after nine
months of sedentary living, as they were
last September 1. Realize this, and take
it easy ot first.

Red Cross gives these other safety
hits for Americans about to start their
aquatics season:

1. Learn to swim. If you can already
swim a little, learn to swim better. Check
with your beach or pool - many offer
Red Cross swimming classes, and they
are tuition free.

2. Always swim with another person.
Make sure someone is near to help you
if you get in trouble.

3. Swim in a safe place. The pres-
ence of lifeguards usually indicates the
area is safe for swimming.

4. Know the swimming area. Before
diving, make sure the water is deep
enough and that there are no sub-
merged rocks or other obstructions.

5. Respect the water and know your
limitations. Don’t go beyond safe limits
or your ability.

6. Use discretion. Don't swim right

after eating, when over-heated, or over-
tired.

7. Try to stay calm in case of trouble.
Assume a face-up, floating position,
keep your hands under the water, and
slowly move your hands and feet.

8. Keep safety equipment in your
boat or canoce. Nonswimmers should
wear life vests when riding in a small
craft.

9. As a general rule stay with your
boat or canoe. Most small craft will
float, even when filled with water or
overturned.

10. Don't overload your boat. Keep
at least two-thirds of your boat hull
above the water line.

11. Don't “overpower'’ your boat. A
motor too powerful for your boat makes
it difficult to control and may cause up-
sets or other accidents.
